National Police week, ob¬ 
served between May 16-21, 
ended with a personal ap¬ 
pearance by Charles Haid, 

“Renko” of “Hill Street 

Blues” at Beltway Plaza. 
Haid’s visit advocated public 
support of police depart¬ 
ments and other law en¬ 
forcement agencies because, 
as he put it, “police are very 
special people and they de¬ 
serve special recognition.” 

Haid was chosen to aid in the 

celebration of National Police 

Week because “Hill Street Blues" 
depicts police work more accur¬ 
ately than most dramatized ac¬ 
counts. Detective Doug Sapping- 
ton of the Greenbelt Police De¬ 
partment explains, “ ‘Hill Street 
Blues’ shows the human side of 
police officers. The show does a 
good job of showing that we 
have emotions: we laugh; we cry; 
it's just more intense." Haid a- 
greed, “Police have really high 
risk jobs. Police and innocent 
people are the main victims of 
brutality. Our motto, ‘Be careful 
out there', says it alL”_ - 

Raid was not paid to come to 
Greenbelt. He visited only to pro¬ 
mote National Police Week. Haid 
participates in several charitable 
projects, including those involv¬ 
ing Children's Hospital. He re¬ 
ceived about fifteen awards from 
various law enforcement agencies 
and government officials. Haid 
was also made an honorary 
Greenbelt Police officer and citi¬ 
zen of Greenbelt. Saturday, May 
21 was designated as “Renko 
Day."

Parkway Dedication 
To Spellman Okayed 

Rep. Steny H. Hoyer announced 
on June 30 that a bill dedicating 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way to former Congresswoman 
Gladys N. Spellman had been 
adopted by the House and sent to 
the President for his signature. 
The dedication was made “in rec¬ 
ognition of her efforts to upgrade 
a most important transportation 
corridor in the Capital region, 
and more broadly, to recognize 
her service to the people of 
Maryland and the Nation as a 
Member of the House," according 
to the provisions of the bill. 

The measure differs somewhat 
from the original bill passed by 
the House in that it dedicates the 
Parkway to Mrs. Spellman but 
does not change the designation 
as the Hoyer bill provided. 
Therefore, the Parkway will not 
be renamed. The National Park 
Service is now studying methods 
to change the signs and the pro¬ 
vision to provide a marker indi¬ 
cating the dedication. 

“While the Senate bill differs 
from my original intent," Rep, 
Hoyer said, “I think it is impor¬ 
tant that we honor this great 
lady and her fine work for the 
people of Prince Georges County 


and this Nation. When it became 
clear that the Senate would not 
approve the name change I pro¬ 
posed, and after consulting with 
the family, I agreed to support 
the dedication. It is a fine tribute 
to this dedicated and committed 
public servant." 

Mrs. Spellman was elected to 
four terms in the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives. Prior to this, she 
served in elective posts in Prince 
Georges County for a dozen 
years, including Commissioner of 
Prince Georges, chairwoman of 
the Washington Suburban Tran¬ 
sit Commission and as a member 
of the board of the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Au¬ 
thority. She also served as Vice 
President of the Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Govern¬ 
ments and was a member of the 
Presidential Advisory Commis¬ 
sion on Intergovernmental Rela¬ 
tions, During her term in Con¬ 
gress, Mrs. Spellman was instru¬ 
mental in obtaining government 
cooperation and funding for the 
upgrading and maintenance of 
the Parkway. 

“Dedicating the Parkway, 
which runs through the very 
heart of the county Gladys loves, 
a Parkway which passes by so 
many communities upon which 
she left her mark, will be a last¬ 
ing monument to her good work," 
Rep. Hoyer said. 


City’s Recreation Department 
Is National Contest Finalist

The Greenbelt Department of Recreation has once 
again been named as one of four finalists in the national 
1983 Gold Medal Award Contest, which is given to recog¬ 
nize excellence in the field of park and recreational man¬ 
agement. The contest winner will be chosen in October. 


The Gold Medal Award, which 
the Greenbelt department won in 
1975, is co-sponsored by the Na¬ 
tional Recreation and Park As¬ 
sociation (NRPA) and the Na¬ 
tional Sports Foundation. Park 
and recreation groups from 
across the United States may 
apply for the award in one of five 
categories based on population 
size, the only requirement being 
that they must be sponsored by 
a member of the National Sport¬ 
ing Goods Association. 

In 1975 the Greenbelt Recrea¬ 
tion Department, which was 
sponsored by Bob Windsor's Al 1 
Pro Sports in Laurel, won the 
Gold Medal Award for excellence. 
The department won from among 
200 applicants in the Class V 
category, which includes recrea¬ 
tion departments serving popula¬ 
tions of 20,000 or less. The judg¬ 
es, who chose Greenbelt as an out¬ 
standing facility, based their de¬ 
cision on the many successful 
programs that the department 
had in 1975, and on the extensive 
plans that the department had 
for the future. Attention by the 
panel of judges was given to the 
department’s use of parkland, its 
extensive outdoor and indoor rec¬ 
reation systems, and its innova¬ 
tive programs developed for all 
age groups in the community 
(from activities for toddlers to 
the Golden Age Club). The judg¬ 
ing panel especially noted the 
Greenbelt department's concern 
for the mentally and physically 
handicapped, as seen through the 
Bike-A-Thon for the retarded 
and the marathons for cancer and 
heart disease research. 

According to policy set up by 
the sponsors of the award, no 
winner of the contest may apply 
again for the award for a period 
of five years. Harry Irving, di¬ 
rector of the Greenbelt Depart¬ 
ment of Recreation, says that this 


five-year time span helps to en¬ 
sure that other recreation organi¬ 
zations will be recognized for 
their accomplishments, and it al¬ 
lows ample time for the winners 
of the award to make significant 
improvements in their existing 
programs and in their plans for 
the future. This year work done 
by the members of the recreation 
department and the community 
has again won the department a 
finalist's position in the contest. 

Community Support 

Irving attributes much of the 
organization’s success to the ov¬ 
erwhelming amount of commu¬ 
nity involvement that the recrea¬ 
tion department receives. “Our 
city staff has estimated that the 
recreation and parks operating 
budget would nearly double if all 
the volunteer leaders, coaches, 
musicians, counselors and spe¬ 
cialists were compensated for 
their time," he says. 

Irving goes on to explain that 
the staff at the department rely 
on the service of all community 
organizations as well as the police 
department and the public works 
department. Irving says, “Since 
Greenbelt was established in 1937 
it has been very community ori¬ 
ented. The reciprocal aid provid¬ 
ed by all our community orga¬ 
nizations has brought Greenbelt 
and our department to the point 
we are at today." 

This year in its application for 
the Gold Medal Award, the staff 
of the .recreation department has 
placed special emphasis on sever¬ 
al of its fairly new programs 
and groups. Although not new, 
one of the groups chosen for 
highlighting is the Greenbelt 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board (PRAB), PRAB, which 
consists of members appointed by 
city council, provides continual 
assessment of program and serv-

This program, ear¬ 
marked for low-income families, 
helps reduce the high cost of en¬ 
ergy bills by making the homes 
more fuel efficient. Features in¬ 
clude insulation, storm doors and 
windows, and caulking. Priority 
is given to households headed by 
Senior Citizens and Handicapped. 

Citizens of Prince Georges 
County may be eligible for as¬ 
sistance at no financial cost to the 
client if the household gross in¬ 
come is less than: $7,020 (1 per¬ 
son), $9,086 (2), $12,472 (3),

Explorer Scouts to Make 
Space Canister at NASA 

Explorer Scouts from several 
states are coming to Goddard 
Visitor Center and Museum, Sun¬ 
day, July 10, to put together a 
space shuttle payload.

A NASA 
clean room will be constructed 
at the Visitor Center so the young 
scientists can build their payload 
in a dirt-free environment.

Drivers License Renewal 
Now Includes Vision Test 

Beginning July 1, motorists 
renewing their Maryland driver’s 
license have been required to pass 
a vision test administered by the 
Motor Vehicle Administration or 
present a statement from a phy¬ 
sician or optometrist certifying 
that a vision test has been ad¬ 
ministered in the previous twelve 
months. 

Under Maryland law, the min¬ 
imum vision standards for a dri¬ 
ver's license permitting unlimited 
day and night driving are 20/40 
in each eye (with or without 
glasses or contacts), 140 degrees 
field of vision (peripheral or 
“side” vision), and sound binoc¬ 
ular vision (the line of direct 
sight at “in front” vision).

Secret Ballot 

To the Editor: 

In a recent letter to the editor, 
Eunice Coxon complains about 
the GHI bylaws and how I used 
them at the May 18 annual mem¬ 
bership meeting. I used the by¬ 
laws to derail her motion for a 
secret ballot on Steve Curtis* mo¬ 
tion to censure Don Volk for 
something that happened three 
years ago. The bylaws do not 
give the members present the 
right to such a motion; only the 
presiding officer can call for a 
secret ballot, under the bylaws. 

So here was Coxon at the 
meeting, breaking in on the dis¬ 
cussion of just what Volk 
did, and with her motion for a 
secret ballot. I knew that a se¬ 
cret ballot on an issue arguably 
could be within the province of 
the Nominations and Elections 
Committee, and that if her mo¬ 
tion prevailed someone might 
jump up and say a written ballot 
on an issue is a referendum. Un¬ 
der a bylaw amendment I pro¬ 
posed in 1963, which the mem¬ 
bers adopted, a referendum could 
be by mail or at a polling place. 
So, among those voting on the 
censure of Volk would be persons 
who didn’t hear the debate and 
didn’t know that no one gave 
any evidence of the improper in¬ 
tent ascribed to him by censure. 
So I looked in the bylaws and 
discovered that under the present 
bylaws only the chairman can 
call for a secret ballot to be ta¬ 
ken at the meeting. 

Coxon’s charming letter in the 
June 23 News Review complains 
that our bylaws don’t go along 
with Robert’s Rules of Order on 
the subject of secret ballots. 
Surprise! Our bylaws explicitly 
say that, “The parliamentary 
procedure for conduct of all 
meetings . . . shall be governed 
by Robert’s Rules of Order (Re¬ 
vised) insofar as is consistent 
with these bylaws, 1 ’ On secret 
ballots the bylaws don’t follow 
Robert’s. And that’s that. 


Ground has been broken for a 
fourth office building at Capital 
Office Park.

Sciences Corporation, Many fi¬ 
nancial, consulting, and insurance 


Her letter holds out the some¬ 
how sinister suggestion that 
Charley Schwan and I, who at 
one time or another have been 
bylaws chairmen, were probably 
responsible for the deletion in 
1963 of the section giving the 
majority of those present at a 
meeting the right to require a 
secret ballot, and that “the last 
two committees have had a blind 
spot as far as this particular by¬ 
law is concerned,” But a bit la¬ 
ter she brags that she herself 
has “studied the bylaws many 
times” but “unfortunately missed 
the section dealing with the 
chairman and secret ballots and 
so apparently did the Ad Hoc 
Committee on Election procedur¬ 
es . , Those bylaws commit¬ 
tees weren’t the only ones with 
blind spots. 

I was on the bylaws commit¬ 
tee that started to work prepar¬ 
ing the 1963 bylaw revisions, 
which were many and massive 
— but I resigned with a public 
blast against the then board of 
directors for instructing us to 
prepare bylaws I thought were 
wrong. And at the May 15, 1963 
membership meeting at which 
the provision on secret ballot 
was changed to delete the mem¬ 
bership's right to order one, I did 
offer several amendments — 
which were adopted — including 
two to give the membership the 
right to send to referendum, by 
mail as well as at polling places, 
any issue properly before the 
corporation. Blind spot, indeed! 

But I am unalterably opposed 
to a motion censuring or other¬ 
wise condemning someone for un¬ 
proven allegations — partly be¬ 
cause it -is unjust to do so and 
partly because the corporation 
could be sued for this by the vic¬ 
tim and we’d all have to pay for 
it in higher monthly payments.

"Renkey” Visits Greenbelt

Since police work is the basis 
for his acting role as Renko, 
Haid was required to get first¬ 
hand knowledge about the role he 
plays. He went on ride-alongs 
with the Los Angeles police de¬ 
partment and also participated 
in several narcotics raids in Los 
Angeles. These raids, he states, 
“were really funny. Dope makes 
you like a dope. I'd be sitting in 
a bar watching the police bust 
people. Twenty minutes later, 
they could come back and bust a 
couple more in the same bar." 
Haid also said that one of the 
most valuable things he learned 
while working with police officers 
was the attitudes they acquire 
during the course of their career. 

The character “Renko”, the 
wise guy, was played at the pre¬ 
sentation of awards also. Haid 
explains, “People expect Renko 
to be a certain way. If I came 
here and wasn't Like that, people 
would be disappointed.” Haid 
didn't disappoint anyone in that 
regard. He kidded about the way 
the speakers spoke, about the 
length of the mayor's speech, and 
flirted with Senator Sarbanes' 
representative. 

The consensus of the Greenbelt 
officers who escorted Haid around 
town was summed up by Cindy 
McKnew, police department office 
assistant, who said, “He's just a 
super nice guy”. Detective Sap¬ 
pington agrees, “He's really 
down-to-earth, just like anyone 
else. If he were looking for a 
job as a policeman, we'd hire 
him,” 

This aspect of his character 
could be detected through com¬ 
ments made between jokes. One 
of the first things he noticed a 
bout Beltway Plaza was the vari¬ 
ety of races he saw. “You know 
you hear a lot about prejudice 
in small towns like this, but 
when I look around, it's just like 
being at the UN.” Haid also said 
that he'd Like to see blacks and 
whites work together and be 
friends and brothers as he and 
Michael Warren (Bobby Hill on 
“Hill Street Blues”) are. “Mike 
and I are just like brothers. He's 
my best friend,” 

Haid did not have time to sign 
autographs for the public, but 
he did shake hands and kiss ev¬ 
eryone who waited in line. Dur¬ 
ing a press conference, however, 
he signed autographs for Mayor 
Weidenfeld and Police Chief 
Lane, with “God Bless” as a 
salutation. When asked if he 
were religious, Haid, who spent 
two months in India studying 
Eastern philosophy, answered, 
“I'm religious in that I believe 
Ond dwells within us all indis¬ 


criminately, and that he has al¬ 
ways been there and always will. 
I'm kind of a mixed-up Hindu- 
Catholic.” 

Detective Sappington arranged 
the entire week, including Charles 
Haid's visit, and received a com¬ 
mendation from Mayor Weiden¬ 
feld. 

The Greenbelt Police Depart¬ 
ment fingerprinted children every 
day during police week. Not only 
was the process of fingerprinting 
educational, it is also the begin¬ 
ning of a new program which in¬ 
volves fingerprinting children 
and giving the prints to the par¬ 
ents. If the child ever runs a- 
way or is kidnapped, the prints 
could be turned over to the FBI 
to aid in an investigation. 

Twenty-seven law enforcement 
departments were invited to Belt- 
way Plaza and fourteen had 
booths with exhibits. They were 
Hyattsville Police Department, 
Maryland State Police Depart¬ 
ment, the U.S. Park Police, Ta- 
koma Park Police Department; 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Fire Squad; 
Prince Georges County Snecial 
Operations United, Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Fire Marshall, Border 
Patrol (INS), the Secret Service, 
the Metropolitan Police Depart¬ 
ment and the Greenbelt Police

According to the Greenbelt Po¬ 
lice Department, the crowd which 
gathered for the annual fire¬ 
works display was smaller than 
usual and, on the whole, orderly. 
The most unusual event was the 
arrest of two males for posses¬ 
sion of a controlled dangerous 
substance by “the Greenbelt Na¬ 
vy.” Alerted to the two suspects' 
possession of the substance by 
Pfc. James D. Love and Officer 
Michael Rasmussen, the police 
rescue boat, manned by Cpl. 
Douglas Sappington and Officer 
Alan J. Riskin, moved in and the 
arrests were made. After turn¬ 
ing the men over to Love and 
Rasmussen on shore, the police 
boat went to the aid of an over¬ 
loaded private boat which had 
been launched illegally and was 
slowly sinking beneath its fran¬ 
tic occupants. Other incidents 
included the arrest of a man for 
disorderly conduct by Cpl. John 
A, Lann and the arrest of anoth¬ 
er man for a traffic offense by 
Pfc. Fred E. Murray. 

As the result of an investiga¬ 
tion by Det. Sgt. Ernest W. 
Brumley, two male juveniles 
were arrested for the strong- 
armed robbery of a Springhill 
Lake resident which occurred on 
Feb. 9. With this arrest, the po¬ 
lice expect to close out as many 
as 20 cases in Greenbelt and 
Prince Georges County, includ¬ 
ing one case of armed robbery.

IRS Recruits Vietnam Vets 

The Internal Revenue Service 
has announced a concerted effort 
to recruit eligible Vietnam vet¬ 
erans for revenue officer posi¬ 
tions. The Vietnam Veteran Lead¬ 
ership Program (WLP). admin¬ 
istered by ACTION, the federal 
volunteer agency, will use its 43 
local offices for recruitment. 

IRS will hire veterans under 
the authority of the Veterans Re¬ 
adjustment Act (VRA), which 
provides for non-competitive ap¬ 
pointments for disabled veterans 
and non-disabled Vietnam veter¬ 
ans with less than 14 years of 
education.

A GREENBELT PROFILE 

Jacqueline Crabtree Talks 

by Germaine Timmermans 

Greenbelt resident Jacqueline Crabtree wears many 
hats: as artist, teacher, and mother she leads a varied and 
productive life. In the past, residents may have seen her 
art work on display at the Greenbelt Library or at the 
Paint Branch Unitarian Church on Powder Mill Road, 

Adelphi. 


She describes her watercolors 
by saying, “A lot of fantasy is in¬ 
volved and a mess of doodling.” 
But the words “disorganized” or 
“unapproachable” do not apply to 
her works. Before beginning a 
work she has a general idea of 
what she wants to do. She then 
gives the idea shape by wetting 
a sheet of paper, dropping paint 
on it, and, when the paper has 
dried, drawing a design on it in 
pen and ink. Sometimes she uses 
a brush or her hands to apply 
the color. 

Crabtree's interest in art was 
sparked in her early youth. Her 
mother doodled while talking on 
the telephone and her father, a 
football coach, kept up the stock 
of art supplies by giving his chil¬ 
dren his play diagrams, the 
backs of which were used for 
drawing. Her four sisters, who 
are all artists, continually stim¬ 
ulated her. At home, “Art was 
just like bread on the table,” says 
Crabtree. 

But though art so pervaded her 
life, it did not occur to her that 
it would be a natural pursuit for 
her. The watercolor courses she 
took while working on a Mas¬ 
ter’s degree in English caused 
her to change her course of 
study to an M.A. in art. 

Kingsley Calkins, former pro¬ 
fessor of art at Eastern Michi¬ 
gan University, influenced her 
significantly, as have the works 
of such artists as Odilon Redon, 
Gustav Klimt, John Marin, 
Charles Demuth, and Charles 
Burchfield, 

Watercolor is one of the most 
difficult media an artist can 
choose and Crabtree admits that 
“Your first hundred (watercolors) 
stink,” The first work that satis¬ 
fied both herself and her instruc¬ 
tor at the time was a painting 
of shafts of sunlight penetrating 
a forest. 

Eventually Crabtree's works 
demonstrated so much skill that 
she won her first big prize at the 
Detroit Watercolor Show around 
1970. 

Only in the past few years has 
she worked in collage, which she 


calls a “sophisticated form of 
thievery.” Photographs irom 
magazines as well as ones she 
has taken form the basis of her 
collages. 

Computers play an occasional 
role in her artwork: photo¬ 
graphs of patterns on a computer 
screen can become part of a col¬ 
lage (see photograph). Though 
a painstaking and demanding 
process, photographing an image 
on a computer screen is consid¬ 
erably less expensive than buying 
a computer printer. Crabtree al¬ 
so makes use of everyday ob¬ 
jects such as the prints on boxes 
of Scotties tissues. 

She believes there is a 180° 
difference between doing water- 
colors and doing collages. These 
two types of art offer her the 
variety she needs. 

Her interest in collage stems 
from her work with learning- 
disabled children at Owens Road 
Elementary School in Prince 
Georges County, They worked for 
two years on a collage which, 
she says, “became gorgeous.” As 
a teacher, Crabtree gives her 
class structure, but also allows 
her students freedom. “Art Cart” 
on Channel 3 is an inspiration 
for the children. Of the many 
ideas suggested on the program, 
each child picks his favorite and 
the consensus of opinion rules. 

What does her work with the 
children do for them? “I don't 
even care what it does,” says 
Crabtree, “I know that they're 
happy and that's the way it 
ought to be,” This was evident 
when she and her students ap¬ 
peared on Channel 9 several 
weeks ago. 

Though she has had exhibitions 
of her work, such as one at the 
Touchstone Gallery on P Street 
several years ago, and though 
she has participated in competi¬ 
tion—for example, the New Or¬ 
leans National Watercolor Show 
—she has little time for either 
activity. She says she is more 
interested in doing good work 
than in accumulating awards. 

She has done commissioned 
work but finds she ends up doing

something other than what was 
requested. “Every painting has 
a life of its own,” she says. 
“Either you follow it ... or you 
mess it up.” 

Factory Studio 

Crabtree blossoms with enthu¬ 
siasm when speaking about the 
Torpedo Factory Art Center in 
Alexandria, Virginia, her studio 
since 1975. Back then, she prom¬ 
ised her psychotherapy group she 
would actively pursue her art, 
and thus began working at the 
unrenovated factory. At first it 
was a strange experience since 
she was not used to having the 
public observe her in action. But 
she soon became accustomed to 
her surroundings and was com¬ 
pletely taken up in her work. 
“You get hooked!” she says of the 
experience. 

Working at the unrenovated 
factory, the artists suffered from 
extremes of heat and cold. When 
renovation started one year ago, 
they moved to a small area of the 
factory. Crabtree feels the ex¬ 
perience improved their work: 
“Any wrenching change makes 
an artist's work better,” she says. 

Since its opening in May of 
this year, people here responded 
“marvelously” to the renovated 
Torpedo Factory, says Crabtree. 
“You should see the new fac¬ 
tory!” she exclaims. “It's just 
heavenly,” She says she is happy 
to work with such a wonderful 
group of fellow artists who 
make quality work. The factory 
also provides her space to hang 
a number of her works. 

“A person's particular vision 
hides in a work of art,” says 
Crabtree. Those interested in dis¬ 
covering the vision of Jacqueline 
Crabtree can do so at the Tor¬ 
pedo Factory Art Center, 101 
North Union St., Alexandria. 
Hours are 10 a.m, to 5 p.m., 
seven days a week.

ice effectiveness through regular¬ 
ly scheduled and special meetings 
with recreation staff and the pub¬ 
lic. The board's purpose is to 
lend stability to the organization 
by determining the needs of the 
community and by making rec¬ 
ommendations to city council. 
This year because of their hard 
work, the members of PRAB, in 
conjunction with volunteers from 
the community, have begun plans 
to further develop the park and 
recreation services in Greenbelt. 

In the contest application, the 
recreation staff in Greenbelt has 
also emphasized the many groups 
which they co-sponsor with other 
city organizations. Some of these 
are the Greenbelt Boys and Girls 
Clubs, Greenbelt's Little League, 
Springhill Lake baseball, Green¬ 
belt Performing Arts, the Labor 
Day Festival and many others. 
Through this involvement the 
Greenbelt recreation department 
has successfully shown that it is 
an increasingly integral part of 
the community. 

In addition to the Gold Medal 
Award, the association sponsors 
a Special Recreation Awards 
Program which recognizes recre¬ 
ation programs of parks and rec¬ 
reation districts specifically de¬ 
signed for physically and men- 
tallly handicapped members of 
the community. Although the 
Greenbelt Recreation Departmen f 
did not enter the contest in this 
category, the staff did highlight 
their existing Special Program 
in their application for the Gold 
Medal Award. 

Unique Program 

Since 1979, the Greenbelt Rec¬ 
reation Department has been in¬ 
volved in a unique program called 
the Margaret Brent Special Cen¬ 
ter Vocational Program. Students 
of the program, who are multiple 
handicapped, work four days a 
week, for four hours a day in 
Greenbelt. These students par¬ 
ticipate in the center's work ex¬ 
perience program to learn voca¬ 
tional skills for future job place¬ 
ments. 

“The students work on such 
projects as daily maintenance 
and upkeep of grounds," says Ir¬ 
ving. “Motor development activi¬ 
ties, such as basketball, billiards 
and bumper pool are the most 
popular events during free time." 
The recreation center has further 
enhanced this program by de¬ 
signing the buildings and grounds 
to allow total use by both senior 
and physically handicapped citi¬ 
zens. 

Once a group has been chosen 
as a finalist for the GoM Medal 
Award, it is required to submit a 
slide show and cassette narration 
to the award committee. Irving 
and his assistants developed 
these materials, for submission by 
June 30, During the week of Oc¬ 
tober 2, the NRFA Congress for 
Recreation and Parks will be held 
in Kansas City, and at that time 
winners of the contest will be 
announced. 

Winners in each category will 
receive the Grand Award Winner 
Plaque and a $1,000 cash award. 
The cash award is to be used spe¬ 
cifically for a project for which 
funds have not previously been 
allocated.

Rainfall Fails to Wash Out 
Greenbelt’s Fireworks Display

Despite Mother Nature’s effort to shut out the Fourth 
of July fireworks display, the rockets still glared amidst 
hundreds of umbrella-ed spectators at Greenbelt’s Buddy 
Attick Park. Due to periodic thundershowers, the fireworks 
were launched earlier than originally scheduled and lasted 
about 45 minutes. 


For the most part, it was a 
pleasant day for picnickers by 
the lake. The first shower in the 
early evening scattered the 
members of the Greenbelt Con¬ 
cert Band of Prince Georges 
County, just beginning their sec¬ 
ond song. It wasn't until the end 
of the second rain storm that 
people started to pack up and 
leave without seeing the show. 
However, many remained, mostly 
young, to see and hear the Fourth 
of July's favorite tradition—the 
fireworks. 

The display this year as in the 
past consisted of both aerial and 
ground displays; but the star 
spangled aerials that lit up what 
looked like half the sky, were 
the crowd pleasers.

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GHI Board Tackles the Problem of Insulation for the Block Homes 


by Mavis Fletcher 

GHI residents are apparently nearing the end of their 
wait for cable television. General Manager Tim MTtter re¬ 
ported at the Board of Directors meeting June 16 that 
Storer Cable Communications and GHI have agreed on a 
contract for the installation of the cables. GHI manage¬ 
ment does not yet have a schedule for the installation but 
will announce it when it is available.

tures to be offered to block home 
owners and the question of block 
home insulation occupied the 
board’s time for a considerable 
part of the meeting. The ques¬ 
tion of offering paint versus vinyl 
siding is complicated by the fact 
that the paint colors to be of¬ 
fered have not been chosen nor 
has vinyl siding been approved 
by the Historical Trust. 

To help sort out the need for 
insulation in the block houses, 
the board had instructed the 
management staff to obtain facts 
on energy use, comparing brick, 
block and frame homes. Accord¬ 
ingly, PEPCO had furnished in¬ 
formation on energy use for the 
months of December 1982 through 
April 1983 for 27 buildings con¬ 
taining 146 units. Ten of the 
buildings were brick, 10 block 
and 7 frame. PEPCO also pro¬ 
vided the ten highest and ten 
lowest bills for three of the 
months. The results, which were 
by no means clear-cut, showed 
that the block homes do consume 
somewhat more energy than ei¬ 
ther the frame (which consumes 
the least) or the brick dwellings. 
However, in January the electric 
bills in block homes ranged from 
$30 to $230, indicating that indi¬ 
vidual living habits may influence 
energy consumption more than 
construction type. Among the 10 
highest electric bills were 7 block 
units but, to add to the confusion, 
5 block units were among the 10 
lowest bills. Vinyl siding, judg¬ 
ing from the two units which 
have it, lowers electric usage on¬ 
ly by about 4 r A, 

In the end, the board directed 
the management staff to get some 
cost figures on vinyl siding and 
painting, to get color samples for 
the board and to persist in ef¬ 
forts to get a decision on the sid¬ 
ing from Historical Trust. 

The board authorized the re¬ 
purchase of the free-standing, 4- 
bedroom home on Greenhill Road, 
of former GHI president James 
Smith and his wife Mary Agnes 
Smith. Since their house has not 
been sold the Smiths had indica¬ 
ted that they would exercise their 
option to have GHI repurchase 
the unit in accordance with the 
provisions of their mutual owner- 


that GHI would be putting out 
about $75,000 to buy the unit. 
A motion to authorize the acqui¬ 
sition of the unit and its expe¬ 
ditious resale passed 6 to 2 with 
directors Joe Jenkins and John 
Lewis opposed. 

The board also authorized a 
change in the Rehab Loan Defer¬ 
ral Program which will increase 
the monthly deferral from $35 
to $70. As an emergency mea¬ 
sure, the board suspended the 
rules and accorded final passage 
to a motion authorizing the ex¬ 
penditure of $6,150 for water¬ 
proofing the basements of three 
of the large townhouses where 
emergency conditions exist. Both 
these motions passed unanimous- 

ly- 

Money for Refinancing 

Unanimity also marked the ap¬ 
proval of a motion to authorize 
the general manager to obtain 
another $540,000 in money deriv¬ 
ing from the Prince George’s 
Housing Authority bond issue and 
to negotiate for an additional 1.5 
million commitment. The $3 mil¬ 
lion which GHI has obtained so 
far is completely committed and 
demand appears to be strong for 
this advantageous financing. 
Therefore, the board approved 
obtaining the additional money 
before its availability comes to 
an end in October. 

Members who brought up prob¬ 
lems and requests included Joe 
Remenick of IE Westway who in¬ 
formed the board that his wife 
had slipped on the steel cellar 
door and suffered a broken arm 
as a result of the fall. He re¬ 
quested that the door be replaced 
by a wooden door which, he felt, 
would have been somewhat less 
unyielding. The board expressed 
its sympathy for Mrs. Remenick; 
however, it was pointed out that 
wooden doors rot and might even¬ 
tually prove unsafe. The matter 
was referred to the staff for rec¬ 
ommendations. 

Barry Moien, 6 Woodland Way, 
requested permission to build a 
swimming pool with an above¬ 
ground height of 48”. The re¬ 
quest was referred to the Aes¬ 
thetics and Environment and En¬ 
gineering and Maintenance Com¬ 
mittees. 


In other items of information, 
the board was informed that GHI 
employee Dennis Lewis is resign¬ 
ing to become administrator of 
Edgemeade, a facility for juve¬ 
nile boys. 

The board accepted a report 
from the Engineering and Main¬ 
tenance Committee dealing with 
suggested solutions to moisture 
problems in frame units. The 
committee recommended exten¬ 
sive surveying of the units be¬ 
fore undertaking any remedial 
measures. The report was re¬ 
ferred to the management staff. 

President Margaret Hogensen 
announced the following commic- 
tee chairman appointments: Su¬ 
san Gervasi, Aesthetics and En¬ 
vironment; Michael Prosise, En¬ 
gineering and Maintenance; Tho¬ 
mas X. White, Legislative Com¬ 
mittee. 

The Audit Committee present¬ 
ed a letter which had been sent 
to Member Eunice Coxon. Coxon 
appeared during the May 26 
board meeting to request pro¬ 
cedural changes which would al¬ 
low a secret ballot on motions be¬ 
fore the membership. In support 
of her contention that a secret 
ballot was necessary, the Audit 
Committee letter quoted her: “I 
have many examples to prove 
that this lack of secret vote by 
members has been responsible 
for years of intimidation of em¬ 
ployees and members in business 
here.” Characterizing the charges 
as “most serious”, the commit¬ 
tee’s letter asked for the specifics 
of Coxon’s charges of intimida¬ 
tion so that the committee could 
investigate them properly, 
GHIDC 

The board also sat as the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Develop¬ 
ment Corporation on the same 
evening. During that session, the 
board refused management the 
authority to contract for a sur¬ 
vey (estimated to cost about 
$10,000) to determine the state of 
the slate roofs. After the point 
was raised by Director John 


Lewis, discussion centered on the 
life expectancy of the slate. This 
factor is unknown because rec¬ 
ords examined so far have failed 
to pinpoint the origin of the 
slate. • Slate from some areas has 
a longer life than that from oth¬ 
er areas and no one seems to re¬ 
member where the slate used on 
the GHI homes came from. The 
board instructed management to 
dig deeper to try to find the 
slate’s origin and referred the 
problem to the Engineering and 
Maintenance Committee. 

The GHIDC board approved a 
$31,700 contract with Capitol El¬ 
ectric to install electric heat in 
the GHI Administration building. 
The contract also provides for 


the installaition of outside mer¬ 
cury vapor lights as needed at 
an additional cost of $135 per 
light. 

A brief organizational meeting 
of the Greenbelt Development 
Corporation was also held. At 
this meeting the same persons 
who serve as GHI officers and 
members of the board of direc¬ 
tors were also elected to serve as 
the GDC officers and board.
